Men or women who rush blindly 
into marriage on the rebound—re- 
sorting to hastily-considered matri- 
monial ventures as a substitute for 
“the love that failed” often learn to 
their sorrow that spur of the mo- 
ment marry-and-forget cures are 
worse than the disease! 

And the same principle frequent- 
ly applies to legislative cure-alls 
for ills and disillusionments of the 
body politic. 

As a current instance, certain leg- 
islators, in a dither of apprehension 
because voters have been “propagan- 
dized” in election campaign, have in- 
troduced some 40 or 50 bills design - 
€d to prevent political breach-of- 
promise, to prohibit too expensive 
wooing of the electorate and to fore- 
warn the prospective bride when 
the groom is Suspect as a dissolute 
person. 

Most of the bills, it is undoubted- 
ly true, are well-intended. But most 
of the bills, it is equally true, wouid 
only serve to make a bad situation 
worse. The lawmakers in question 
are simply making the age-old mis- 
take of marrying the first girl who 
happens to be handy and passably 
acceptable. 

There are a series of bills which 
would make it illegal for any “cor- 
poration”’—save a 
poration, tormed for 
purpose—to contribute funds to u 
political campaign. either for or 
against an issue, or for or against a 
candidate. Some of these bills. in 
fact, would make it a felony, pun- 
ishable by a fine of $5000 or five 
years in prison, for any “corpor- 
ation” to contribute to any cam- 
paign. In short. if legitimate busi- 
ness is attacked by legislation which 
would destroy its ability to operate. 
or confiscate its income, it has no 
recourse. If it contributes a dolla: 
to defend itself, its officers will be 
sent to the state penitentiary and 
the company will be subject to a 
heavy fine. 

If this type of legislation has been 
in effect during the last election, it 
is well to consider that the “Single 
Tax” and the “Thirty Dollars Every 
Thursday” delusion might well have | 
been enacted — for no campaign 
funds would have been available te 
wage campaigns against them.

To add to the confusion, there’s a 
bill that would require every cam- 
paign committee—for or against a 
measure on the ballot—to impound 
its campaign funds with the State 
Corporation Commissioner and sub- 
mit campaign bills to said commis- 
sioner. 

There are still other bills to crack 
down on local election campaign 
committees, as well as committees 
for state-wide campaigns, and to re- 
quire detailed statements of expend- 
itures. 

And there are bills which would 
declare it a felony for any public 
utility to contribute a dollar to de- 
fend its business—even though the 
Legislature passed measures design- 


ed to wipe the utility out of exist- 
ence. 

Reading these measures, one may 
well wonder: “Is this still free Am- 
erica, or is it Nazi Germany?” For 
the right to have his day in court, 
or his day before the people, belongs 
to every American—and w every 
American business. 

Capping the climax, one of the so- 
lons who objects to any “corporate” 
institution spending money to pre- 
sent its case before the public, has 
a@ measure which would permit 
State, county, city or district ad- 
ministrative agencies to use gener- 
al tax funds to convince the taxpay- 
ers that they should vote new pub- 
lic works and new public debts. It 
is to be hoped that the lawmak- 
ers don’t make the common mis-
